largest in California.

He reviewed the 
marketing problems and express- 
ed the Exchange’s determination 
to sell more lemons to more peo- 
ple so the larger crops of the fu- 
ture would find a big demand.

Overcrowded, 
Spring Declares. 


Chaffey continues to grow! 

And the building problem is 
today the No. 1 question before 
members of the Chaffey board of 
education, it was revealed at the 
meeting of the officials Tuesday 
night. 

Already the students are using 
every available space and four 
temporary classrooms will be 
placed in use soon, President 
Gardiner W. Spring reported. 

Enrollment in the high school 
is now 2264, a gain of 300 over 
the figure a year ago. Based on 
the enrollment in the junior high 
schools of the district, an increase 
at least 200 next year is an- 
ticipated. Mr. Spring said at least
